JORDAN HAS preformed re¬ 
markably well following the 
• Gulf War, its economy re¬ 
bounded against all odds. How¬ 
ever, many Jordanians have re¬ 
mained pessimistic, believing, 
that this is a short-lived boom. 
Those pessimists have a point 
We still have unresolved chron- 
^ ^problems; Unemgjoymaitre-. 
umins high, "foreign invest¬ 
ments are trickling, exports are 
still down and our foreign debt 
remains high. But what can be 
done? 

For starters we can seize the 
moment and talk openly about 
the shortfalls of the system and 
provide alternative remedies. 

Early this week the Center 
for Strategic Studies at the Uni¬ 
versity of Jordan, did just thaL 
Between 15 and 13 June, the 
Center arranged for various 


specialists to discuss papers on 
the economy of Jordan with the 
public. The project was hailed 
as successful and Dr Haroar- 
neh, the Center's director, 
couldn't have been more con¬ 
tent . 

"Our ultimate objective is to 
use the conference as a kick 
off," the university professor 
said. "We hope to institutional¬ 
ize this because we have started 
jo attraet the serious types and 
tfrit was one of our objectives. 
The level of discussion has 
been consistently superb." 

A number of officials includ¬ 
ing transport and finance minis¬ 
ters attended the meetings 
along with local and foreign 
economists and observers. The 
panelists had a lot to say and 
discuss. 

The conference opened up 
with Dr KJhaled Abdallah, pres¬ 
ident of AJ Isra' University, 
who presented a paper on de¬ 


velopment strategies in Jordan. 
And the same day Minister of 
State for Cabinet Affairs Dr 
Jawad Anani presented a paper 
on "Jordan Economic Philoso¬ 
phy During the Second Half of 
the Century." 

"I think the conference sup¬ 
plied a very healthy environ¬ 
ment.. it was an exercise of re¬ 
alism and that's why I'm so 
happy about it" Dr Hamameh

An exercise in redisrnit wasT 
Dr Ghazi A1 Sawa, a professor 
of Sociology in the University 
of Jordan, presented a paper on 
higher education, the job mar¬ 
ket and development Follow¬ 
ing a short praise of Jordan's 
steady advancements in this 
sector, be said the educational 
system still lacked direction. 
"The quality of supply is not 
compatible with the labor mar¬ 
ket," he said. 

Dr Sawa even accused the 


system of discriminatory prac¬ 
tices. He said that one third of 
student did not win their 
chairs in the university on mer¬ 
it but rather have come to be 
here through favoritism and tri¬ 
bal affiliations. The professor 
said that one of the problems 
that need to be addressed is that 
higher education does not offer 
_practical study. "The .scientist 
wb'6~ lay's the groundwork for a 
new discovery needs to com¬ 
municate with a technician who 
could appreciate the discovery 
and help him build it" he said. 

Dr Osama Hamad, a profes¬ 
sor of economics at Temple 
University in Philadelphia, was 
visiting Jordan when he heard 
about the conference.

"I was hop¬ 
ing for more specific pres¬

The rebuilding of Lebanon: 


Chicken and egg situation!

BEIRUT, ONCE the Arab 
world’s Switzerland, has lost its 
shine but not its spirit. Two 
years after the end of the civil 
w*r, evidence of the destruc- 
it brought is everywhere, 
but the Lebanese people have 
lost little of their old confi¬ 
dence and energy. Shops are 
full, restaurants are busy, the 
mountain resorts are enjoying 
their usual summer business 
and west Beirut in particular is 
in the midst of a building 
boom. 

Private industry is also enjoy¬ 
ing a revival with investment in 
new machinery expected to 
reach $300 million in 1993, up 
from $120 million in 1991 and 
1992. 

Textiles and clothing, phar¬ 
maceuticals, food production 
and printing and packaging are 
among the sectors enjoying ex¬ 
pansion. . 

Now the government is final¬ 
ly getting its ambitious recon¬ 
struction plans underway. 
Prime Minister Rafiq Hariri, 
accepted by most Lebanese as 
their best hope if not necessari¬ 
ly their ideal choice, to run the 
country, has unveiled a jjjj: 
lion, 10 year Horizon 2000 
plan which, is designed to put 
the country back on the map as 
the business, services and tour¬ 
ism centre of the Middle East. 
Hariri has been criticized, both 
for the slow pace of reconstruc¬ 
tion and for the high cost of ms 
plans, the $13 million is only 
the government share, a further 
520 million is needed in private 


sector investment. 

He has to some extent been 
caught in a "chicken and egg" 
situation — waiting for foreign 
support to get the recons auc¬ 
tion underway while potential 
donors waited for the work to 
begin as a sign of serious intern 
on the Lebanese side. 

The government now has 
around $1.1 billion of $2.25 
billion needed for the three- 
year first phase of the plan and 
tendering has began of renewal 
and expansion of the electrici¬ 
ty, tele- communications, water 
and wastewater networks, solid 
waste disposal and the rehabili¬ 
tation and expansion of the Bei¬ 
rut airport 

Work has already begun at 
the port of Beirut, old ware¬ 
houses have been pulled down 
and clearance work has been 
completed ready for the $300 
million rehabilitation which 
port authorities hope to see 
completed by the end of 1993. 
They note proudly that clear¬ 
ance work already done, which 
has enabled traffic at the port to 
get back to pre-war levels, was . 
all done with private money. 

A study is also underway on 
the rebuilding of the railway 
line between Tyre and Tripoli 
and loans have been earmarked 
for health and housing services. 

A key dement in the govern¬ 
ment’s plans is the radical pro¬ 
gramme for tihe rebuilding of 
the Beirut's commercial dis¬ 
trict. It was faced with an area 
which suffered massive de¬ 
struction and which has an im¬ 
mensely complex ownership 
structure, around 125,000 own¬ 
ers and tenants have claims on

the area. Piecemeal rebuilding 
by existing owners would have 
been slow and complex and 
many of the problems of con¬ 
gestion of the pre-war era 
would have been reintroduced. 

Die solution bas been to. es¬ 
tablish a private sector compa¬ 
ny, Solidere, to carry out the 
restoration programme. All 
properties in the area, which in¬ 
cludes the old hotel district and 
part of tiie part area as well as 
the areas around Martyrs 
Square and Riad Solh Square, 
have been put in the company's 
name and, once an official val¬ 
uation is completed, their for¬ 
mer owners and tenants will be 
entitled to sharesin the compa- 

ny- 

Tbe restoration of flue CBD 
goes beyond a mere rebuilding 
effort.

as the new commercial, finan¬ 
cial and touristic core to bring 
together the different communi¬ 
ties of wbat remains a very di¬ 
vided city. 

It also sees the project as an 
idea] way of attracting expatri¬ 
ate Lebanese and Arab finance 
into Lebanon. 

For the average Lebanese 
however, grand plans have to 
take second place to their de¬ 
sire for improvements in their 
day to day lives. This is gradu¬ 
ally becoming a little easier as 
basic repairs to infrastructure 
boost electricity production, 
water supplies and telephone 
services. And where the gov¬ 
ernment cannot provide the ser¬ 
vices, entrepreneurs step in 
with emergency generators, 
phone, services, water digging 
etc. 


The Lebanese remain masters 
at managing in all circumstanc¬ 
es. Beirut's streets are fes¬ 
tooned with electric wires con¬ 
nected wherever there is a 
source of power. Unfortunately 
for the government only 30 per¬ 
cent of those connected legally 
are paying their bills and a fur¬ 
ther 20 percent of consumers 
are not even on the books. 

The reconstruction job is 
daunting, Around 800,000 Leb¬ 
anese, or 25 percent of the pop¬ 
ulation, have been displaced. 
Some, now live in comfort in 
good apartments deserted dur¬ 
ing the war, many others squat 
in shelled buildings which still 
have gaping holes in their walls 
and no services. 

The once fashionable suburb 
of Rouche, badly damaged dur¬ 
ing the years of fighting, is now 


a massive squatter settlements 
with hundreds of families sim¬ 
ply filling in the gaping holes in 
once luxurious apartments with 
breeze blocks and sheets of 
plastic. 

Currenr estimates are that the 
country needs 500.000 new 
bousing units and while con¬ 
struction of luxury apartments 
is booming the poor will have a 
long wait for something they 
can afford. 

Even for those whose homes 
are intact life remains difficult. 
Around 80 percent of the water 
going into the network is lost 
because of damaged pipes, 80 
percent of the water reaching 
the taps is polluted, 50 percent 
of telephones are out of order at 
any one time, most waste col¬ 
lection equipment has been de¬ 
stroyed or damaged and waste 
goes either into the sea and the , 
rivers or into dumps that are a j 
serious health hazard. 

The social infrastructure has j 
fared little better with massive 
rebuilding needed in both the 
health and education sectors not 
only to restore old services but 
to ensure that in the new Leba¬ 
non they are more provided 
throughout the entire country. 

And after 17 years of disloca¬ 
tion and lack of an effective 
government, the entire adminis¬ 
trative structure of Lebanon 
needs to be rebuilt Communi¬ 
ties, families and individuals 
have become accustomed to 
relying on their resources for 
the necessities of daily life but 
now they are beginning to de¬ 
mand more from their govera-

The electoral law: 

A conundrum in 
the making

| IN SPITE of the unofficial truce agreed upon by Prime’Minister Dr 
r Abdel Salam Majali and the Speaker of the Lower House Dr Abdel 
jg Latif Arabyyat regarding the hot issue of the electoral law. law- 
i makers on both sides of the fence are quietly sifting through legal 
material to prepare themselves for imminent confrontation later 
this summer. 

The winner, arguably, will be the one who solves Jordan's most 
complicated political conundrum. Under which electoral law will 
the November elections be held? The government, which was 
bombarded with accusations that it was planning to sidestep Parlia¬ 
ment and pass a temporary law, was sluggish in gening its act to¬ 
gether and making a stand On the issue. Dr Majali, while not com¬ 
mitting himself to not changing the law, denied last week that his 
government had formed a committee to study a draft (aw to replace 
the current one. His Majesty King Hussein assured journalists re¬ 
cently that no change will take place before opening the subject for 
a comprehensive notional debate similar to the process which took 
place when the National Charter was adopted. 

But despite the present hush hush, valid questions remain. When 
should the government make its move, if ever? When does the 
term of the present Parliament officially expires? And can the gov¬ 
ernment pass an ammended or draft law when Parliament is in re¬ 
cess? 

The government must officially announce a date for parliamen¬ 
tary elections, which must take place between 25 October and 23 
November, before the end of July. But the King can use his Consti¬ 
tutional prerogative in accordance with Paragraph 4 of Article 73 
of the Constitution to postpone the elections under specific circum- 

I stances. But King Hussein has declared in more than one occasion 
that the elections will be held on time.

Electricity prices 
hiked 

® Electricity prices are to in¬ 
crease this month according to 
government sources. Prices 
will increase by 10 fils to 60 
fils per kilowatt/hour and it 
would only effect those con¬ 
suming more than 300 kwh. 
For those whose consumption 
exceeds 500 kwh, the price is 
set to increase by 70 fils, ac¬ 
cording to the Jordan Electrici¬ 
ty Co. 

The government is at pains to 
point out that as much as 83 
percent of the population will 
not be effected by this increase 
since there consumption of 
electricity is less than 300 kwh. 
This increase is expected to 
bring in JD 12 million to the 
Treasury, 8 million of which 
will be used to subsidize fuel 
prices. The rest of the money 
maybe used to update the elec¬ 
trical infrastructure in this 
country, but one wonders. One 
very good form of likely invest¬ 
ment is the current inteiregion- 
al electricity grid, which Jordan 
together with Egypt, Syria, Iraq 
and Turkey are embarking on. 
But this is a long term project, 
which will be approached in 
stages and will require a lot of 
money in order to succeed.

f j® nic _ ActJ0n Front, the political arm of the Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood, is doing its homework in preparation for 
the upcoming multi-party ejections slated for November. 
' cJ' Week the General Secretary of the IAF, Dr Ishaq AI 
Trahan, committed his party to democracy, pluralism, so¬ 
cial justice and public freedoms and women role in society, 
in a seminar held at the Islamic Action Studies Center in 
Amman, the 59-year-old US educated politician, said his 
party believes that Islamic Shura can incorporate what is 
good m the western concept of democracy and leave what 
contradicts with the Shria. But he added that the front be¬ 
lieves that democracy means popular decision making, so¬ 
cial justice covering not only political, but social, educa¬ 
tional. economic and media aspects as well. 

The Senator made convincing remarks on the and 
challenges to Jordanian democracy, saying it is important 
to keep the relationship between the three branches of pow¬ 
er, each within its domain, while sowing the seeds of de¬ 
mocracy in our educational, social and media institutions. 
Dr AJ Farhan called on political parties to execrise democ¬ 
racy within its own ranks and to deal with each other on 
democratic basis. 

The front, he added, believes elections to be a genuine 
mechanism for the people to choose their representatives 
without discrimination where all Jordanian can participate 
freely. 

Dr AI Farhan said the front does not think the current 
election law is perfect or without flaws, and certainly is not 
against changing it. But he added that what the IAF is 
against is bypassing Parliament- 

Dr Farhan said his party believes that people come first 
and that they are equal in citizenship and the duties and 
rights of this citizenship and therefore liberties should be 
open to all and that minorities have nothing to fear from. 

We must say that Dr Farhan and the IAF, have handled 
themselves very well so far compared to other political par¬ 
ties and personalities. Our only hope is that the Islamists 
will follow the well-chosen statements of Dr Farhan with 
actions to prove him right 

• Poor returnees. Their plight sees no end. They were 
evicted from Kuwait, lost their jobs, tbeir lives 1 savings and 
now they have fallen into the bureaucratic cracks of the 
United Nations as they seek to claim war compensations. 
A lecture given by the President of the Returnees Commit- 
- .tee Mr Yihia Al Uteibi did little to cool tempers and calm 
those who, two years after the end of the Gulf War, are still 
suffering from the war's devastating effects. The issue at 
hand was the UN compensation claim applications, which 
the returnees were distributed in June last year. Unfortu¬ 
nately, most of these applications were filled wrongly by 
the applicants or had lacked specific details, which the UN 
Reparations Fund had requested^ As if this was not enough, 
the international committee also returned computer disks to 
Jordan "because of a technical error on these disks." 

Mr Uteibi said the Ministry of Labor and the Returnees’ 
Committee are working to "rectify" these errors. Until the 
records are corrected and sent again to- the UN, all the re¬ 
turnees can do is wait and wait and wait! 

U "This government is not transitional- There is nothing in 
the Jordanian Constitution about transitional governments. 

It could stay for months and it could stay for years...just 
like any other government." This is what Prime Minister 
Abdel Salam Majali told reporters who gathered for an in¬ 
formal press briefing at the gardens of the Prime Ministry 
last Wednesday. Of course he is correct There is nothing in 
the Jordan's laws or political traditions about transitional 
governments. In fact, governments are terminated in two 
cases: when they no longer enjoy the confidence of the 
Lower House, or when His Majesty King Hussein decides 
to disband them. 

Dr Majali's government has been described as transitional 
by political and press circles because everybody assumed 
that it will submit its resignation immediately after the No¬ 
vember parliamentary elections. The question is does it 
have to? Apparently not. It may continue to govern and 
seek a vote of confidence from the new Lower House once 
the House convenes. If it wins the vote, its stays. If it 
doesn’t, it resigns. 

But the upcoming elections are unlike previous ones. 
They will be the first multi-party elections in about four 
decades. One assumes that the party, or coalition of parties, 
with the largest number of seats will be asked to form a 
new government — or what would be the purpose of party 
politics in the first place. Even if Dr Majali's government 
stays on after the elections, there are no guarantees that it 
will win a vote of confidence since not one of its members 
is a deputy. So it will not have any leverage inside the new 
house. We guess that the best way to describe the current 
stage of Jordan's political life — leading into a new politi¬ 
cal stage — as, well, transitional. And what better word to 
describe the government that is leading us from one stage 
into another, other than — transitional. We agree with Dr 
Majali that all governments are mortal political a n i m a l s 
with differing survival age. It is not with ill intentions that 
we describe his government as transitional, but because it is 
ruling at such an important juncture of Jordan history. If it 
runs a clean and honest elections, then it would be remem¬ 
bered as a government that has done a good job just like 
Sharif Zaid's transitional government of 1989 is remem¬ 
bered today.

Hamas Spokesman , Ibrahim Ghosheh: 

'We will have nothing to do 
with elections in Jordan' 


Ibr ahim Ghosheh, a native of 
Jerusalem, is the spokesman 
of the Hamas Islamic Move¬ 
ment in Jordan. His activities 
are facilitated by the Muslim 
Brotherhood Movement, 
which permit him to use its 
offices in Amman. Following 
are excerpts from an inter¬ 
view recently held with Mr 
Ghosheh by Kenneth Alan. 

The Star: Will your organiza¬ 
tion have anything to do with 
the upcoming parliamentary 
elections in November? 

Mr Ghosheh: Hamas is a Pales¬ 
tinian organization — we will 
have nothing to do with ejec¬ 
tions in Jordan. pHrgoaj.in Jor- . 

dagjis to expression positrons 
to the media, as I am doing 
with you, and even to have dia- . 
logues with other Palestinian 
factions. We are also involved 
in visiting other Arab and Mus¬ 
lim countries in order to ex¬ 
press the views of Hamas. 

Where does your funding 
come from? 

Our funding comes from Mus¬ 
lim people in Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia, Turkey, Yemen — all 
Arab and Islamic countries. 
They participate in the struggle 
by supporting Hamas. 

Does the Jordanian govern¬ 
ment support Hamas? 

No, and nor does any other 
government. 

What actions are yon taking 
In Israel? 

We do not recognize Israel. Our 
struggle is with our brothers in 
occupied Palestine, mainly in 
the West Bank and Gaza. We 
are struggling against the occu¬ 
pation. 

What does the occupation of 
Palestine mean? 

It means all of Palestine. The 
Hamas' goal is to return to our 
country, a country which was 
one piece when the British left 
in May 1948. Palestine was 
Arab tod Muslim for more than 
14 centuries. 

If yon liberate all of Palestine, 


what do you plan to do with 
over 3 mulMon Jews who are 
now living there? 

When we reach this stage, well 
answer this question. Islam is 
open to all minorities. We're 
against those who came to Pal¬ 
estine as invaders. 

What level of resistance are 
you pursuing in the West 
Bank and Gaza? 

We are resisting die occupa¬ 
tion, as all other peoples do 
against occupation. We do as 
the Algerians who fought for 
over 100 years against French 
colonialization. We are acting 
much like the Europeans who 
fcjught against the occupation 
of die Nazis. 

Resistance means everything 
from words to using machine 
guns. Ail of our soldiers are 
trained inside occupied Pales¬ 
tine. We are struggling to re¬ 
turn our country — all of PaJes-

tine — including Haifa, Jaffa, 
Jerusalem, Nablus. All of these 
cities are occupied — whether 
occupied in 1948 or 1967, it 
doesn't matter. We in Hamas 
do not differ between occupa¬ 
tion from 1948 to 1967 — the 
oaly difference is in time; 19 
years. 

What are your views on the 
current peace process? 

First of all, we do not think that 
this peace process will reach a 
level in which there is signifi¬ 
cant progress. Hamas does not 
think the Jews will give up any 
land to the Palestinians — es¬ 
pecially Jerusalem. We think 
the Jews will continue to build 
settlements . The current gov¬ 
ernment is building around Je¬ 
rusalem and the Jordan Valley. 
Only Rabin's vague term of 
"political settlements" have 


rejected their offer? 

This plan was agreed between 
US Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher and Rabin. It's a 
way to get around UN resolu¬ 
tion 799 and it leaves the door 
open for Rabin to deport more 
in the future. If we have resolu¬ 
tion 799, why accept less. 

What are your feelings about 
the 10th round of talks in 
Washington? 

The autonomy plan being dis¬ 
cussed does noi include Jerusa¬ 
lem and has no Palestinian sov¬ 
ereignty on the land. Eventually 
a crack will occur. Suppose 
they accept it, how will they be 
able to implement it The Pales¬ 
tinians wUI reject it Even for 
the 10th round there will be no 
success. 

And if a peace agreement is 


reached? 

We don't feel that such an 
agreement will last because it 
would be blown up by the plans 
of the Jews to bring more immi¬ 
grants and build more settle¬ 
ments and attack other Arab 
countries. Our strategic plan is 
to continue working to liberate 
our country, whatever the situa¬ 
tion is. This plan will be modi¬ 
fied according to the factors. In 
any case, there will be no stop¬ 
page of resisting the occupa¬ 
tion. 

How involved are your activi¬ 
ties in Jordan? 

Hamas is working only inside 
occupied Palestine. Since there 
is a growing democracy in Jor¬ 
dan, there is room for all opin¬ 
ions, on condition that no harm 
is done to Jordan itself. Hamas 
works peacefully in Jordan. 

What is your typical day like? 
J speak to the press, participate 
in rallies, seminars. We meet 
with all kinds of Jordanians in 
order to try to convince them of 
the policy of Hamas. 

Can you discuss the military 
wing of Hamas? 

Izzidin Qassam is Hamas' mili¬ 
tary wing. It was formed during 
the sixth year of the Intifada in 
December 1992. These opera¬ 
tions are directed against sol¬ 
diers and settlers. Of course, 
Rabin is waging a holy war 
against Hamas, "supported by 
the US. The US should back 
our people against the occupa¬ 
tion. 

What is Hamas’ position on 
the growing democratization 
of Jordan? 

It is something we appreciate. 
Jordan is one of the Arab coun¬ 
tries initiating democracy and 
we wish that other Arab coun¬ 
tries will follow suiL 

Is this move towards democ¬ 
racy good for the Hamas? 

Yes. We have freedom to meet 
with the press and appear on 
TV and we have a certain area 
of freedom to express our 
views. ■ 


American trade show in Amman 


US diplomacy with a business sense

^.RESPONDING TO the trade 
policy of the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration, which calls for stepping 
up American exports world¬ 
wide, the American Embassy in 
Amman sponsored its first ail- 
American multi-product trade 
show in Jordan this week. 

Over 35 American compa¬ 
nies are represented, through 
local agents, at the Amen can 
Promotion week at the Amman 
Marriott Hotel, which opened 
to the public on Monday and is 
scheduled to ran until 19 June. 
The event is a joint venture of 
the American Embassy, the 
Amman Marriott and Royal 

Jordanian. . 

The aim of the show is to high¬ 
light American products availa¬ 
ble through agents and distnbu- 
ic« in Jordan. While most of the 


products featured at the promo, 
tional event have been available 
in the Kingdom for years, several 
US companies, such as Emmer- • 
son Electric, Yellow Pages and 
MCL made their debut in Jordan 
at the fair. 

The new emphasis on export¬ 
ing US products reflects the style 
of American diplomacy in the 
1990s with the aim of promoting 
American business and trade 
worldwide, embassy sources 
said. 

"We want to increase the visi¬ 
bility of American products al¬ 
ready here," Douglas Newmann. 
the counselor for economic af¬ 
fairs at the US Embassy in Am¬ 
man told The Star. "Not only do 
we tope to increase sales, but we 
also want to raise the profile of 
American goods", he said. 

While well-known brands 
such as American Airlines, Ap¬ 
ple Computer and Champion 


dominated the first American 
promotional event, Mr New- 
mann said the commercial sec¬ 
tion of the embassy is reaching 
out to both small and middle- 
range US companies. 

He foresaw a wave effect 
where larger US companies; 
which pioneered the Jordanian 
market, would soon be fol¬ 
lowed by smaller linns who see 
tee economic benefits of ex¬ 
porting to Jordan becoming 
more attractive. 

"There is more interest in in¬ 
ternational trade today (by US 
companies) than 20 years ago," 
Mr Newmann explained. 
"Small businesses are more re¬ 
sponsive to a push from us." 

A number of Jordanian 
agents and distributors partici¬ 
pating in die promotional week 
said that they expect an in¬ 
crease in sales as a result of the 
trade show. "People come in 


and see the products on display 
and ask where they can buy 
than," said Samir Abu Yaghi 
of the Shaheen Business and 
Investment Group. 

Representing Agricultural 
Materials Company, Hashim 
Hawash said that there is a 
good market for American agri¬ 
cultural products. "We've been 
marketing Asgrow seed in Jor¬ 
dan for 38 years, and each year 
sales are better than the previ¬ 
ous". 

Mr Newmann believes that 
Jordan's "well positioned" cen¬ 
tral location in the Middle East 
is just one noteworthy bonus 
point "When progress is made 
with the peace talks. Jordan has 
potential to be a gateway to the 
Arab world," he added. Other 
attractive features include a 
highly skilled labor force, a de¬ 
veloped infrastructure and po¬ 
litical stability. 


Many American businessmen 
and diplomats believe that with 
a. comprehensi ve peace settle¬ 
ment, Jordan will emerge as a 
service center for the Middle 
East The US Embassy's com¬ 
mercial section is already ear¬ 
marking possible products to 
be highlighted in future trade 
shows. Some of the service- 
related goods likely to appear 
at upcoming specialized pro- 
motionals include computers, 
health and medical equipment, 
educational aides and environ¬ 
mental products. Those in¬ 
volved in the promotional 
event say responses to the trade 
show are extremely positive, 
with most businessmen and 
browsing consumers impressed 
by the trade show's organiza¬ 
tion, variety of goods and cul¬ 
tural activities that are taking 
place during the event. As part 
of the American promotional 


week, the Mamott is also fea¬ 
turing nightly jazz performanc¬ 
es by Boston's Bert Seager Jazz 
Quarter!, two photo exhibi¬ 
tions, films and New Orleans 
style Cajun cuisine. 

The show, however, is not 
without its critics. Some visi¬ 
tors maintain that the five day 
promotional concentrates too 
heavily on luxury items. They 
believe that an American trade 
show should focus on the 
needs of a developing country. 

But Jordanian agents and dis¬ 
tributors representing Ameri¬ 
can products at thfl_ exhibition 
point out that there is a market 
for these goods and services 
and that business is good. And 
although the American trade 
show does largely cater to ex¬ 
pensive tastes, more practical 
items, such as water filters ana 
agricultural products, are also 
being promoted.* 
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Ministry and local industiy come together! 

■ In a recent meeting with the head of the Chamber or 
Commerce, the new Finance Minister. Mr Qanimo said 
that government and private sector should represent one 
common interest and work as a team. And the teams mis¬ 
sion should be to find the right remedies to the problems 
and challenges that are facing the Jordanian economy. 

Such a view made by Mr Qammo comes as no surprise. His 
previous ties to the private sector makes him an ideal can¬ 
didate for understanding the needs and ailments of the pri¬ 
vate sector. His knowledge or (he private sector, as his 
friends put it, is excellent and encompassing. Mr Qammo is 
expected to generate positive genuine changes in the econo¬ 
my. 

Mr Khaldoun Abu Hasson, chairman of the Chamber of 
Industry, said that the main concern of the industrial sec¬ 
tor is to see the whole of the tax system reviewed. The in¬ 
dustrial community, the chairman said, are not against the 
implementation of a sales tax system _. hut that they'd like 
to see changes happening from the ground above... changes 
that would target income, sales and consumption tax. Mr 
Abu Ha&san said the chamber will have no objection to 
participating in a study that would review the financial pol¬ 
icy and its repercussions on the private sector. 

He said that he would like to see foreign investment incen¬ 
tives introduced and the current company code and cus¬ 
toms enhanced. One problem requiring immediate atten¬ 
tion. he added, is that the Syrians an* dumping there 
textiles in the Jordan market (an unethical practice where¬ 
by a manufacture sells his goods Itelow market price to 
gain greater market share). 

Despite this, the new Finance Minister said that he intends 
to encourage export growth making it on top of the minci- 
try’s agenda. Bui he was cautious about this, saying that 
although taxes were not necessarily a good thing, they were 
necessary for the government purse-strings.

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■ In'Mogadishu, US planes bombarded positions and instal¬ 
lations of Gen. Mohammad Farah Adid in retaliation for the 
killing last week of 23 Pakistanis of the UN peace-keeping 
force based there. Later on the Pakistanis took the law into 
their own hands and opened fire on demonstrating Somalis 
killing and injuring civilians. In a country of abject poverty 
and starvation, rampant violence and lawlessness, the only 
hope for the restoration of any kind of stability and constant 
movement of food supplies and basic necessities, has been 
the UN operation in Somalia. To attack the symbols of hope, 
restoration is neither an act of patriotism nor that of anti¬ 
imperialism as some brands of currently fashionable political 
thought seem to indicate. For Adid. general and self- 
appointed president, the actions of the military groups loyal 
to his command project an image of a brigand leader rather 
than a viable uniting personality for this unfortunate country. 
Genera] Adid's forces never seem to lack the flow of muni¬ 
tions and armaments, nor to that effect of food supplies. Is it 
in the nature of the benefactors of people and the liberators of 
countries to wish ruling over the cadaverous and carcasses of 
their country as a price for there megalomania ? This is the 
question that should be considered before anyone can criti¬ 
cize the actions of the UN command in Somalia. But with 
this latest spate of violence, one hopes that the UN would not 
have to kill its patients in order to ease their pain. 

B Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin has taken the oppor¬ 
tunity of the visit of former US secretary of state George 
Shultz to Israel to declare his government's intention to take 
calculated risks in order to achieve peace with Israel's Arab 
neighbors. In a clear message to the hosts of the peace negoti¬ 
ations, Mr Rabin intends to show his country's alleged will¬ 
ingness to go a step further than the Arabs, on the path of 
peace without actually elaborating on the nature of those risks 
Israel is willing to take. Perhaps such a declaration is an offi¬ 
cial statement of intent which will be clarified in the next 
round of negotiations, however one is usually circumspect 
when it comes to such statements made by Israeli politicians, 
because they usually rum out to be nothing more than a rea¬ 
sonable exercise of public relations, or words catered for spe¬ 
cific certain occasions. The agenda for the Arab peace dele¬ 
gations have always been clear from the start, and their co¬ 
ordinated positions have indicated a unity of purpose and 
stand. Without much bravado and ado, the diligent work of 
peace is conducted at the table of negotiations and not 
through wild statements to the mass media. Mr Rabin and his 
foreign minister, Mr Peres, may say what they like, but what 
is not being said, is the question of national* referendum on 
peace, which the Rabin government intends to take as a price 
for the unity of his crisis ridden coalition cabinet. To what de¬ 
terminant? and what consequences? 


B The Iranian people have gone to the 
ballot box for the presidential elections 
of the Islamic Republic of Iran. Twen¬ 
ty eight million Iranians above the age 
of 15 have the right to vote in these 
elections, and the outright winner is 
president Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsan- 
jani, the 58 years old cleric seeking an¬ 
other term of office. There were three 
other contestants for the presidential 
seat, all approved of by the Council of 
Guardians as true sons of the 1979 
revolution. President Rafsanjani, has 
been instrumental in establishing the

nomas of "real politik" rather than empty slogans and unrea¬ 
listic objectives. He pursued the policy of free economy for 
Iran, stabilized the political atmosphere to attract foreign in¬ 
vestments, and embarked on a policy of rapprochement with 
the West None of those policies were objected to by the oth¬ 
er three contenders for the presidential seat apart from per¬ 
haps, Mr Abdullah Gasbi, a university rector, who empha¬ 
sised the problem of housing shortages in his elections 
manifesto. The lack of real differences between the candi¬ 
dates for the presidency, had forced the Iranian authorities to 
launch a heavy propaganda campaign urging the electorate to 
vote as a show of support for the principle of the 1979 revolu¬ 
tion and the elected president who is supposed to carTy them 
through. In the absence of independent pressure groups, plu¬ 
rality of political opinions, and differing socio-economic and 
political emphasis, one can conclude that the Iranian elections 
were those of personalities rather than issues. The lack of 
choice regarding issues and political agenda, os well as the 
fact that candidates have to be approved of by the Council of 
Guardians, smack of a blunt hint of a distinct form of totali¬ 
tarianism.

How the Israelis see 

'Christopher can persuade both that if negotiations do not make serious progress, the bus will just drive away' 




US SECRETARY of State 
Warren Christopher may be 
taking a page out of the book of 
his predecessor, James Baker. 

During his last trip to the re¬ 
gion before the October 1991 
Madrid peace conference, Sec¬ 
retary Baker told each side he 
had just made his final offer. 

At a meeting at the US Con- 
■ sulate-General in Jerusalem, 
Baker slammed shut his leather 
note-book and told the Palestin¬ 
ians that if they kept repeating 
their old demands there would 
be no conference. Later the 
same day. Baker repeated the 
routine at the Israeli prime min¬ 
ister's office. 

Within 24 hours, both sides 
agreed to go to Madrid. Had 
they been left to negotiate the 
terms of Madrid without US in¬ 
tervention, they would still be 
bickering and the conference 
would never have happened 

But it is far from clear wheth¬ 
er Secretary Christopher pos¬ 
sesses either the stature or the 
will of his predecessor. With 
the 10th round of Middle East 
peace talks already started in 
Washington, the role of the US 
is vital. 

Indeed, the region is not a 
plateau: the Israeli army's Chief 
of Staff Ehud Barak has said 
often that either die region 
moves to peace or toward war. 
But even short of something so 
cataclysmic, the violence in the 
wake of the Hamas expulsions 
and die closure of die (Occu¬ 
pied) Territories demonstrates 
that events can overwhelm the 
situation if there is no progress 
at the table. 

Questions surround Christo¬ 
pher: it remains unclear wheth¬ 
er he can handle the Syrian 
leader Hafez Assad after his pa¬ 
thetic showing as negotiator 
with his country's European al¬ 
lies on Bosnia last month. 

It is equally open to question 
whether he can convince Mid¬ 



dle East parties that the US is 
committed to remaining en¬ 
gaged in the region after (Hie of 
his top deputies,'Peter Turnoff, 
bad just made a speech essen¬ 
tially saying the US would not 
be available to push through a 
solution to the Middle East 
conflict. 

All this fa exacerbated by 
President Bill Clinton's shrink¬ 
ing domestic political standing. 
Assad is more likely to ques¬ 
tion whether Clinton will de¬ 
fend his interests abroad if the 
US is weak at home. Two 
months ago, Edward Djerejian, 


US assistant secretary of state 
for Near East affairs, made a 
one-day secret trip to Damas¬ 
cus. 

He delivered a letter from 
Clinton, asking the Syrian lead¬ 
er to clarify his definition of 
full peace. Assad took several 
weeks to-reply— and when he 
did, he did not answer the ques¬ 
tion. 

Though Baker ha'd brought 
Assad to the table, the Clinton 
administration has not succeed¬ 
ed in bringing Syria to take the 
necessa/y steps for peace. 
Christopher has apparently not 


made clear to • Da-. 
mascus the rewards 
for success and. the 
penalties of failure.

Towards a humane convention 

HIS ROYAL Highness Crown Prince Hassan's speech, on behalf of Jordan, on Mon¬ 
day before the UN Conference on Human Rights meeting in Vienna provided a so¬ 
ber and moderate approach to one of the most pressing global issues. Prince Hassan 
was sure to remind the participants of the need to achieve a joint commitment to re¬ 
spect human rights everywhere. 

Such a global consensus, although difficult to achieve because of the various cultu¬ 
ral, political and economic chasms that divide our world today, should be a prerequi¬ 
site towards making the human rights agenda, the feature of today's world. 

It is important to achieve this because the issue of human rights, and what it entails 
in terms of national self-determination, human dignity and freedom, is becoming 
hostage to political wheeling and dealing, economic self-interests and social and ec¬ 
onomic disparities. This is why human rights must not be allowed to fall victim to 
double standards and to selective treatment by the UN and western nations. 

In today s world where the hungry roam the deserts of Africa, where the legitimate 
rights of people are being confiscated in Palestine and were the world seeks to turn a 
blind eye to the atrocities committed in Bosnia, intellectuals still see an eclipse, in¬ 
stead of the dawning, of human understanding. It is unfortunate that the world has 
been unable to enforce a universal code that will limit human rights violations and 
make sure that those who cast doubt on this code will soon find themselves pariahs 
in a determined international society. This is what Prince Hassan probably referred 
to when he called on the international community to move from the stage of record¬ 
ing human rights violations to promoting human rights by creating a proper relation¬ 
ship between leaderships and people. 

Finding and defining the mechanism that will promote human rights remains a 
complex issue. The fact that economic inequities are separating the wealthy north 
from the impoverished south even further do not help bring a common understand¬ 
ing of the issues. This why a widening gulf was evident in the Vienna talks over a 
definition of human rights that transcends political and civil rights and includes 
man s right to shelter, educations and a healthy upbringing. 

Probably the most important statement made by Prince Hassan was his appeal for 
a new vision founded on modesty, simplicity and self-criticism. A vision that sees a 
world where respect, tolerance, compassion and human solidarity provide fertile 
ground to build a new human society. What is needed is a new humane constitution 
that puis human rights and human principles before anything else. Only such ap¬ 
proach will begin a long and arduous campaign to end the violent crimes against hu¬ 
manity epitomized in the raping of women, killing of innocent children, aggression 
against helpless nations and the vast and horrifying disparities between the haves 
and the have-nots. ■

PRESIDENT ABRAHAM Lin¬ 
coln. once stated "As I would 
not be a slave...so I would not 
be a master." This statement 
expresses a more progressive 
idea of democracy which in¬ 
cludes the protection of all mi¬ 
norities, whether religious, eth¬ 
nic. or political, and the 
opportunity for all people to 
pursue dignified lives, to have 
honest work, decent housing, 
sufficient food and medical 
care, and a true education. 
Without a guarantee of these 
basic, inalienable rights, no 
government can be rightfully 
identified as democratic in the 
spirit of the concept. 

But the question is not hav¬ 
ing a democracy but about how 
imperfect it should be. In coun¬ 
tries like America, where such 
a system has been in place for 
over two centuries, democracy 
is guarded a whole-set of insti¬ 
tutional instruments, by indi¬ 
viduals and independent watch 
dog groups that make sore that 
such a monolithic system of 
government functions accord¬ 
ing to the law and not to the 
whim of incumbent bureaucrats 
or elected officials. To its cred¬ 
it. the US government also tries 
to police itself, though this of¬ 
ten turns into a game of cha¬ 
rades. 

it is apparent that those 
classes in American society 
that might have fought against 
tyranny and oppression with 
their grandfathers during the 
struggle for independence, to¬ 
day side with the enemies of 
freedom and democracy to de¬ 
fend their new privileges. 
Americans conquered one form 
of traditional domination after 
another. But is this a sufficient 
condition for democracy? 
Americans are prone to think 
that democracy is exclusively 
based on gaining even more 
freedom, as in the past Many 
have forgotten that such liber¬ 
ties are both quantitative and 
ualitative in nature, and that 
ev embody nothing if then- 
lives have no meaning. 

During the Gulf War I wrote 
the following: "No where else 
in the world - other than Amer¬ 
ica, is it possible to make the 
presentation of war more poig¬ 
nant and genuine than war it¬ 


self. During the first week of 
the Gulf War, I watched Tom 
Brokaw and Dan Rather<potiti- 
cal commentators) present the 
war in brief clips providing 
neat beginnings, middles,. and 
ends, guiding me through the 
intricacies of histoty without 
imposing its drabness and con¬ 
tinuum. Within a week, I felt 
that the television was eating 
out my brains, taking over the 
worlds in my head, anesthetiz¬ 
ing my emotions...The people I 
talked to couldn't think their 
own thoughts anymore...." ■

These inner compulsions 
drove Americans to act accord¬ 
ing to wishes and aims which 
they believed to be their own, 
but which were actually the in¬ 
ternalization of external politi¬ 
cal and social demands. Many 
Americans have lost the ability 
to think originally, which saps 
the significance of one of the 
most cherished of liberties — 
freedom of speech. This ten¬ 
dency to manipulate the opin¬ 
ion of the masses to conform to 
an idea they believe is theirs is 
a tyranny of the majority which 
only serves the purposes of 


Politically, also, democracy 
in America has become too im-. 
mense for the average Ameri¬ 
can to participate of understand. 
People are confronted with 
Democratic and Republican 
parties that have become as 
enormous, distant, and imper¬ 
sonal as IBM. AT&T, and other 
multi-nationals. Americans; 
vote, but the candidates for 
whom they cast their ballots are . 
not candidates of "their" choos¬ 
ing; they are the choice of the 
party machines. Democrats and 
Republicans are more con¬ 
cerned with their own power 
than the interests of American 
society as a whole. The parties 
have become centers of career-, 
ism rather than idealismL ’ - 

The equation between politi¬ 
cal power, money, and special 
interest groups has further dis¬ 
tanced and isolated ordinary 
Americans from the political 
process. Political action com- • 


Economic activity, success^ arid 
material wealth have become' 
their own ends. Americans to¬ 
day are :so driven To produce 
. that they have themselves be¬ 
come commodities saving an 
economic system. To .sell: their 
.products or services,-they have 
to see their personalities. And 
like any qther commodity,- It Is 
die market which decides the 
value of these human qualities. - 
If a'person is sought after, then . 
he is also successful; if not. he - 
has no Value: One possible ex¬ 
planation for die materialism of 
America hinges on this concept 
Alienated atkf isolated, is'socie- - 
ty, perhaps the^less ;; a person 
feels that he is.s somebody, the, 
more he needs to have posses^ 
sions.

CAMBODLA’S GENERAL 
elections last month which the 
Khmer Rouge boycotted be¬ 
cause the United Nations im¬ 
posed agreements in 1991 is 
yet one more exercise to 
swamp contrary views with im¬ 
pressive computer-generated 
statistics. Newspapers, televi¬ 
sion and radio hailed the elec¬ 
tions pointing to the impressive 
tumour reaching as high as 98 
percent in certain areas. 

Or. the face of it, this sug¬ 
gests a remarkable commitment 
to multi-party democracy, as 
the United Slates and Europe 
would have warned. Everything 
is justified by computer¬ 
generated statistics in a country 
little known for efficient com¬ 
munication even before the dis¬ 
ruptions of its two-decade civil 
war. Not long ago. such a turn¬ 
out of voters gave editorial 
writers the excuse to attack 
communis: electoral exercises. 

In an earlier discussion on 
the Cambodian elections a sug¬ 
gestion that the Khmer Rouge 
kiiled more than six million 
people was inaccurate: there 
w as not that many Cambodians 
then. V.’e still do not know how 
many died, and bow many re¬ 
mained on the land. Nor do we 
know how 4.7 million people 
registered to *ote. To those of 
as who had been in Cambodia 
during the peaceful years of the 
1960s know how difficult it 
was to move around: two- dec¬ 
ades of civil war and strife had 
not reversed that. 

The Standard Accepted View 
{SAV) is that the KhrarRouge 
killed one million. Another 
million escaped as refugees, 
half have died since, from the 
after effects of the war.

Although Omega's involve¬ 
ment with sports timing started 
far back on the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. its first Olympic contract, 
came before the Los angeles 
Games when it was commis¬ 
sioned by the Organizing Com¬ 
mittee to supply all the chrono¬ 
graphs and stopwatches for the 
Olympic events. This was the 
first time a company was called 
upon to fulfil such a role. 

Since then, and during the 
last 60 years. Omega has been 
the official timekeeper in 21 
Olympic Games, not to men¬ 
tion numerous other interna¬ 
tional sports events around the 
world.

THE FORTHCOMING perfor¬ 
mances of the New England 
Youth Ensemble and Chorus, 
whose playing was described 
bv a New York Daily News crit¬ 
ic as "spectacular." and "thor- 
ough professional sounding," is 
regarded bv the National Music 
Conservatory as the most sig¬ 
nificant musical event in Am¬ 
man to date. 

Under the Patronage of Her 
Majesty Queen Noor, the Na¬ 
tional Music Conservatory, in 
cooperation with the American 
Center and Rawdat a! Ma'aref 
Schools, presented the New 
England Youth Ensemble and 
Chorus in two major concerts 
this week. 

According to Dr Kifah Fak- 
faoury, NMC director, the orga¬ 
nizing of these concerts on 
such a big scale are manifold. 
"First of all," he points out,

Says Karim Bawab, NMC 
Committee member, "It is not 
the first time that a full orches¬ 
tra performs in Amman. A year 
ago, the State Iraqi Symphony 
Orchestra, with around 40 mu¬ 
sicians, gave a performance in 


Amman. But the unique feature 
of the US orchesira is that it 
performs with a choir of 23 
singers." 

The New England Ensemble, 
which comprises 70 musicians, 
will perform a diverse program 
including masterpieces like 
Handel's Overture to the Royal 
Fireworks, Mozart’s Concerto 
in D Major (K537 ). Prokof¬ 
iev's Peter and The Wolf, Sme¬ 
tana's Dance No 3 from 'Bar¬ 
tered Bride', and Borodin's 
Polovetsian Dances from 
Prince Igor'.

If camping and hiking are 
high on your leisure time list 
in the summer, know that 
Mother Nature holds some 
hidden dangers. 

A microscopic water-borne 
parasite called giardia can 
make you really sick and ruin 
vour camping trip. In fact, the 
U.S. Public Health Service 

calls it “one of the most com¬ 
mon and memorable spoilers 
ofbackpackers enthusiasm, ’ ’ 

and says it has been on the 
rise for 10 years 
The organism hides.ln rush¬ 
ing waters that may look so 
pristine, you’re tempted to 
cup your hands and drink. 
Don’t do iL 

Giardia hides in the intesti¬ 
nal tracts of humans and ani¬ 
mals, and there’s no way to 
test that mountain stream to 
make sure it’s free of fecal 
contamination. 

If you ingest the parasite, 
the symptoms take about a 
week to appear.- The Public 
Health Service says they in¬ 
clude diarrhea, cramps, fa¬ 
tigue and bloating. 

Here’s what the service 
recommends for preventing 
and treating giardiasis: 

* Filter your water before 
drinking. You can buy por¬ 
table filters at most sporting 
goods sieves. Make sure the 
product filters down to one 
micron or smaller. 

* If you don’t have a filter, 
boil the water for at least three 
minutes before drinking. 

* You also can buy chemi¬ 
cal disinfectant tablets which 
decontaminate water. But if 
you use them, be aware that 
cold water slows their effec¬ 
tiveness. You should let the 
tablets sit in the water for a 
half-hour before drinking. 

* Wash you hands after 
you go to the bathroom. The 
parasite hides in human fe¬ 
ces. 

* Practice good hygiene 
You can have and spread the 
parasite without getting sick 
yourself. 

* If you do get sick, sus- 
pect giardia. See your doctor, 
who will prescribe drugs to 
treat iL

Microsoft launches Windows NT 
in the Middle East 


The next generation of portable computers: 

Pen Computers 


PORTABLE COMPUTER 
manufacturers, including indus¬ 
try heavy weights Apple and 
IBM, are racing to de¬ 
liver computers 
which take their com¬ 
mands from a cord¬ 
less stylus-style pen 
rather than a key¬ 
board. 

Some market re¬ 
searchers predicted 
that one million pen 
based computers will 
be sold by 1995, but 
the market is still in 
its infancy and the es¬ 
timates vary widely. 

There is no doubt 
that one reason why pen com¬ 
puters have been so slow to 
take off is their cosl Other 
problems include a lack of any 
software standards in the em¬ 
bryonic pen computing market, 
the difficulty of producing soft¬ 
ware capable of reliably recog¬ 
nizing cursive (joined-up) writ¬ 
ing and the underlying doubt 
about wether there are any real 
applications for the technology. 

NCR, the ATT subsidiary, 
has already introduced a suc¬ 
cessor to its original 3125 pen- 
based machine which was the 
first system based on Intel's 
S0386 microprocessor while 
Toshiba, the notebook comput¬ 
er specialist, has recently 
launched its first pen-based of¬ 
fering. the Dynapad T100X. 

The Dynapad is a hand-held 
machine based on the AMD 
processor with a back-lit LCD 
screen. To circumvent the prob¬ 
lem of the lack of a standard 
pen computing operating sys¬ 
tem , Toshiba offers a "dual- 
boot" facility that loads either 
Microsoft Windows for Pen 
Computing or the rival Pen¬ 


Point 1.01 system developed by 
GO. 

Some manufacturers have 





gone even further, providing 
transitional machines which ca¬ 
ter for both pen and keyboard. 
For example both the GRiD 
Convertible and AST's PenEx- 
ec look and work like any other 
clamshell-type notebook com¬ 
puter with a keyboard. Howev¬ 
er, the screen is both a display 
and data input device which 
can be used as a writing surface 
by the unit's cordless pen. 

In the hand-held market 
Sharp has launched an electron¬ 
ic organizer which for the first 
time uses pen technology. The 
IQ-9000 has a small keyboard 
and an electronic pen which 
can be used to activate the usu¬ 
al functions of an organizer on 
its touch sensitive screen 

One key limiting factor, how¬ 
ever, for all these pen-based 
machines is the current state of 
hand-writing recognition soft¬ 
ware. At present most systems 
can just about cope with care¬ 
fully crafted capitals each en¬ 
tered in its own box, but are 
lost when it comes to reading 
cursive writing- which means 


that most typists can write 
more quickly with a keyboard. 

For example, Amstrad's PDA 
needs to be "trained" to 
understand each indi¬ 
vidual user's handwrit¬ 
ing before it can be 
converted into text and 
stored. 

Several companies 
have been working on 
more sophisticated rec- 
ognition software 
m which they claim is 

w able to recognise more 

f than 80 percent of cur¬ 

sive script. 

But technology could 
once again come to the 
rescue delivering the low- 
priced specialized chips- and 
applications software- which 
pen computing probably re¬ 
quires if it is to match the aspi¬ 
rations of those who believe its 
rime is still to come. ■
